Fate of an itinerant Photographer 
Who Went to San Francisco: from 
Los Angeles to Find but 
Failed. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, July 30.—Despond- 
ent over the failure to secure work, 
H. H. Edwards, an itinerant photog- 
rapher who came here from Los An- 
geles last Saturday, administered cy- 
anide of potassium to his wife and two 
children tonight and then ended his 
own. life. 

The tragedy tools place in a lodging- 
house at No. 1151 Market street and, 
with the exception of the ouder child, 
a bright little girl of 4 years, all are 
dead. From a letter sent by Mrs. 
Edwards to a friend last Monday is is 
known that she agreed to the poison- 
ing and even assisted her despondent 
husband in preparing the deadly mix- 
ture, which terminated the lives of 
three out of the family of four. 

When Edwards and his wife and chil- 
dren arrived from Los Angeles he rent- 


ed a big room in the house where the 


tragedy oecurred. He seemed despon- 
dent, and when questioned by the land- 
lady admitted that he was worried over 
failure to secure work. His wife, how- 
ever, Was in a cheerful frame of mind, 
and frequently recounted their experi- 
ences in Los Angeles. She said that 
they had very little money, but her hus- 
band hoped to get employment with a 
firm on Sansome street, and they would 
wait in patience. 

Fearing that the despondent woman 
would kill herself, a friend of Mrs. i.d- 
wards called at her room tonight. The 
door was locked, but a little girl in the 
hall, who was crying for food, said her 
father and mother were ill. The door 
was forced open and the bodies of d- 
wards, his wife and their infant child 
were found lying on the floor. The 
baby was locked in its mother’s arms. 
By the side of Edwards's body was an 
empty can that had contained cyanide 
of potassium. All had been dead stv- 
eral hours. The bodies were removed to 
the morgue.

Such a 
conflict should, if possible, be pre- 
vented, not merely on account of its 
terrible consequences, but for the sake 
of the good name of this city and State. 

“Inasmuch as the existing Board of 
Fire and Police Commissioners is Geter- 


its functions until the validity of the 
new police commissioners’ act is tested 
and affirmed by the Supreme Court, we 
trust that you will refrain from taking 
any action that would precipitate a col- 
lision between contending police forces, 
and respectfully urge that you take

ANDRE’S PROJECT. 
How He Will Hunt the North Pole by 

Balloon. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
LONDON, July 30.—(By Atlantic 
Cable.) M. Andre has received the sanc- 
tion of the Swedish Scientific Society 
to his balloon project in search of the 
north pole, and has received a liberal 
donation to help defray expenses from 
King Oscar of Sweden. Sufficient funds 
have in fact been obtained and the at- 
tempt is assured, But M. Andre natur- 
ally desires the approval of such an 
authoritative body as the International 
Geographical Congress. He explains 
that M. Yon of Paris has entered into 
a contract to make the machine of 
double silk, of which about five thou- 
sand cuble metres will be required, the 
cost being £2200 sterling. 

The balloon ts to be capable of carry- 
ing three persons with the necessary 
instruments and ballast. It will be suf- 
ficiently gas-tight to hover in the air 
for thirty days at a height of 250 metres. 
M. Andre calculates that 1700 to 1800 
cylinders filled with gas under the pres- 
sure. of 200 atmospheres will be re- 
quired for the expedition in order to 
fill the balloon from time to time. He 
believes that he will be able to guide 
the machine by a system of sails, acting 
as a brake, if needed. The car is to be 
spacious enough to contain a sledge, a 
sailing-boat, several weapons with am- 
munition and a phototgraphic camera. 
Early next spring it is proposed to erect 
a balloon-house and after filling the 
balloon to start on the voyage for the 
pole in July, with a fresh south or 
nearly south wind. 

The duration of the voyage must of 
course largely depend on the strength 
of the wind. It might possibly last only 
five or six hours, but M. Andre expects 
that it will take at least over forty. 
Thirty days, he believes, will suffice for 
cruising about the central polar basin 
and taking a complete survey of it. 
The return journey is to be towards the 
inhabited parts of North America and 
South Siberia. With a wind of average 
velocity, M. Andre says the balloon can 
make 19,400 kilometres in thirty days, 
whereas the distance from Spitzen- 
bergen to the Bering Straits via the 
pole is only 3700. 

Dr. H. Wichman of Gotha, one of the 
most eminent German geographers, in 
commenting on the project, says: The 
execution of this bold enterprise may of 
course be materially influenced by many 
unforseen contingencies; the project is 
by no means a fanatic one, but has 
been maturely and cautiously worked 
out in the light of science. This is best

The Police Commissioners held an an- 
imated session yesterday morning, sus- 
pending a member of the police force 
for thirty days upon the charges made 
by the sergeant of police, who in turn 
was accused by a private citizen, be- 
fore the board, of rather scandalous 
doings. No definite action was taken 
in the matter of the Boyle- ‘Heights pe: 
lice station. 

At the Courthouse yesterday the con- 
clusion of the ‘argument in the Wong 
Wing case took’ up the entire day, the 
case going late to the jury. 

Harry L. Wyatt was tried before 
Judge Young for embezzlement. The 
Board of Supervisors met and got 
through with a long list of routine 

affairs.

POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 


Officer Arguello Was Suspended for 
Thirty Days. 

The case of Officer Alfred Arguello, 
accused of neglect. of performing his 
duty, occupied the major portion of the 
time of the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners at their regular session yester- 
day morning. 7 

Charges were preferred against the cf- | 
ficer at the last meeting of the board, 
but, owing to the absence of witnesses 
in the case, the matter was laid over 
until yesterday. 

Officer. Arguello is a mounted officer, 
living in Boyle Heights, while his beat 
is in the southwestern part of the city.’ 
About two weeks ago Sergt. Smith and 
Detective Auble, acting under the in- 
structions of Chief Glass, followed Of- 
ficer Arguello after the officer had left 
the station, and after tracking him over 
a portion of his beat discovered that 
Mr. Arguello purposed spending the 
night in the bosom of his family instead 
of patrolling the section of the city al- 
lotted to his care. The officers who 
tracked Arguello on this fatal night de- 
clared before the Police Commissioners 
yesterday that he left his beat about 
8:30. They submitted for the inspection 
of the board the route which both 
swore was followed by the recreant of- 
ficer, and testified to having found him 
in his house later in the evening. 

Officer Arguello was present, and in 
broken Spanish testified to the truth of 
@ portion of the charges preferred 
against him. He stated to the commis-. 
gion that on the day when he made his 
fatal slip he had been sojourning at-the 
Laguna ranch, where he had imbibed 
unknown quantities of the succulent 
watermelon and the juicy cantelope. 
The pernicious effects of these vege- 
tables are well known, and Mr. Arguello | 
Was no exception to the rule, which 
‘makes a violent consumption of the ar- 


tioles in question, result in direful con- 


sequences. 


In plain English, with no

himself to have been suffering from a 
vicious attack of stomachaghe. For 
this cause, and this alone, the officer 
alleges, he steered his horse’s head

We have sent men out to 
search for him, without. success, and 
have been convinced that he was neg- 
lecting his duty. It was only by 
threatening him with dismissal that I 
Was able to force him to comply with 
the rule requiring all officers to report 
by telephone twice during the night.” 
The Chief corroborated the statement 
of the sergeant as to the trouble exper- 
~4enced in the past in keeping Mr. Ar- 
guello within the traces. Then Mayor 
Rader took part in the argument. Are 
you on friendly terms with Mr. Ar- 
_guello,” asked the Mayor, addressing 
Sergt. Smith. Mr. Smith replied in the 
affirmative, stating that he endeavored 
to do his duty as sergeant without 
fear, favor, prejudice or partiality. 
Officer Arguello was again on deck, 


' with a contradiction of the sergeant’s 


statement. Tou know, sergeant,” said 
“that we had trouble nine 
years ago in Boyle Heights, when my 
horse got in your barley field; and you 
know that we have never been on 
friendly terms. You have followed me 
up many times and tried to catch me

He Explains His Position Upon the

The rate last year was $1.65 outside of 
incorporated cities and towns and $1.50 
inside. What the rate for the coming}, 
year will be largely depends on the ac- 
tion of the Board of Equalization. If 
they do not raise the assessment the 
rate, wil haye to be eee .
